fighting in the open country, where 
the superiority of the Russian artil­

German reinforcements are constant­ 
ly arriving 
Advices received from east Prussia 
show’ that General Von Hindenberg 
is making a supreme effort to anni­ 
hilate the Russian armies of General 
Kampf.

“There were six candidates for the 
republican nomination 
for 
gover­ 
nor,” it explains. 
“ Five of these 
candidates divided up the progres­ 
sive vote. 
They were Dahl, Hatton, 
Roethe, Hull aud Utman. 
The solid 
reactionary vote was cast for Phil­ 
ipp. 
The official count, almost com­ 
plete, shows this: 
Philipp, 43,406; 
Dahl, 
27,HIT; 
Hatton, 
23,345; 
Roethe, 12,488*. 
Hull, 10,841; Ut- 
man, 6,736. 
So, out of the total re­ 
publican vote cast of nearly 125,000, 
the reactionary candidate who 
won 
the nomination on a plurality 
re­ 
ceived only one-third. 
Two years 
ago this same Mr. Philipp was

candidate for election to the nation­ 
al republican convention as a

delegate. 
His vote then and 
his 
vote this month are practically the 
same. 
I *r ogress ive* Elected 
“ For lieutenant 
governor, Dith- 
mar, who was Dahls’ running mate, 
won the nomination easily over ms 
reactionary opponent on the Philipp 
ticket. 
Dithmar is a progressive re­ 
publican. 
All the oiner state offi­ 
cers, Owen for 
attorney 
general. 
Donald for secretary of state, 
and 
Johnson state treasurer, were reno­ 
minated with varying majorities ov­ 
er their reactionary opponents who 
were on the ticket 
with 
Philipp. 
These officers are 
progressive re­ 
publicans. 
“There were six candidates in the 
field for the republican nomination 
for United States senator.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.— l l a. rn.— 
The present disposition of the Ger­ 
man empire’s military strength indi­ 
cate that diplomacy and strategy are 
working together to protect Germany 
from the ravages of the peace con­ 
ference that will follow* the war. 
The German plan of campaign at 
the outbreak of hostilities w'as an 
offensive movement in France and 
defensive operations against Russia. 
This strategy now seems to have been 
reversed. 
The 
easy 
victories of 
Germany over Russia in East Prussia 
demonstrate that there 
are 
more 
troops in that area of hostilities than 
present defensive tactics demand. On ; 
the other hand, Germany obviously 
has an insufficient force in France 
for a persistent offensive. 
The alteration of the defensive in 
East Prussia, into an offensive, while 
the initial offensive in France has 
become a defensive movement, must 
be intentional. 
The 
collapse 
of 
Austria’s first line of strength in 
Galicia and the failure of the drive 
on Paris, have probably been the de­ 
ciding factors producing this change 
in the German strategy. 
Germany now occupies the best 
position she can hope 
for, 
from 
which to discuss peace. 
Her armies 
hold Belgium and northern France: 
Russia has been driven from almost 
all of Fast Prussia 
and 
German 
forces 
are 
carrying the war into 
Russian Poland. 
If 
Germany can 
maintain these conditions indefinite­ 
ly she would fear nothing beyond the 
loss of some of her colonies. 
But it 
is improbable tha tsuch will be the 
outcome. The pow'er of the allies is 


being 
increased 
by 
colonial rein­ 
forcements, by the annihilation of 
Austria’s armies and by the indus­ 
trial situation growing out of Eng­ 
land’s command of the sea. 
..... 
Germany, faced by the probability 
of having to retire in the east or 
west, seems to have decided on 
ing way before France and England 
rather than be driven back from Rus­ 
sia. 
There are sound reasons for 
such a decision. France appears de­ 
termined to possess Alsace-Lorraine 
after the war. but there is no cer­ 
tainty that 
Russia must take east 
Prussia and Posen. 
The allies un­ 
doubtedly will fight longer to win 
the czar, particularly since the czar 
is making pure of seizing Galicia. 
It is therefore most important to 
the kaiser to keep Russians out of 
his eastern territory. 
East Prussia 
and Posen are integral parts of the 
kingdom of Prussia. 
Their annexa­ 
tion to Russia would certainly lessen 
Prussia’s— that Is the Hohenzollern 
— Influence in the German federa­ 
tion more than would the loss of Al­ 
sace-Lorraine, which is not Prussian 
property, but is an imperial territory. 
If the kaiser has to choose, there­ 
fore, It would be less harmful to 
Germany’s 
final interests that the 
French and English march on Berlin 
while the Russians are being held 
at bay, than that the czar reach the 
Gorman capital 
while 
Germany s 
western armies are still at the French 
border. 
This ultimate possibility of 
choice seems now to he entering into 
the kaiser’s military strategy and to 
hp dictating the proportionate dis­ 
tribution of troops in the east and 
west.

Establishment of voluntary 
systems 
of raising money for military prepa­ 
rations was advanced here today as 
the best method for obtaining inter­
